On  every  side  they  are  faced  with  increasingly  complex  social  and  economic  patterns 
and  widening  occupational  opportunities.  With  these  changes  have  come  greater  em¬ 
phasis  on  individual  differences  and  the  development  of  programs  which  see  to  give 
systematic  aid  to  all  students .
